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1. WALL STREET JOURNAL CHARGED THAT "SENSIBLE PLANS" EOR 
NATO THEATER NUCLEAR FORCE MODERNIZATION "RUN FOURSQUARE 
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INTO AMERICAN CONCESSIONS DURING STRATEGIC ARMS NEGOTIATIONS 
WITH SOVIET UNION." NATO, JOURNAL SAID, NEEDS ADDITIONAL 
LONG-RANGE CAPABILITY, AND CRUISE MISSILES ARE "AN ATTRAC- 
TIVE CHOICE" TO FILL THIS "CRUCIAL GAP IN NATO DEFENSE." 

BUT, EDITORIAL POINTED OUT, U.S. HAS AGREED IN SALT TO LIMIT 
CRUISE MISSILE RANGES TO 600 KILOMETERS, EXCEPT WHEN 
DEPLOYED ON LIMITED NUMBER OF HEAVY BOMBERS. LIMITS ON 
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GROUND AND SEA-LAUNCHED CRUISE MISSILES "OSTENSIBLY EXPIRE 
IN THREE YEARS," EDITORIAL ADDED, "BUT IF AGREEMENT IS 
WORTH SIGNING NOW IT WILL BE WORTH RENEWING THEN." JOURNAL 
SAID LIMITS ON AIR-LAUNCHED CRUISE MISSILES ON MEDIUM 
BOMBERS, "ONLY KIND OUR ALLIES HAVE," ARE PART OF PERMANENT 
TREATY. IF SALT IS APPROVED, U.S. FORCES IN NATO WOULD BE 
PROHIBITED FROM DEPLOYING KIND OF CRUISE MISSILES THAT WOULD 
THREATEN WARSAW PACT SECOND-ECHELON ARMIES IN POLAND AND 
THIRD-ECHELON ARMIES IN WESTERN MILITARY DISTRICT OF SOVIET 
UNION. "FURTHER, DRAFT TREATY HAS 'NONCIRCUMVENTION' 

CLAUSE, WHICH PRESUMABLY MEANS SOMETHING. U.S. HAS WON 
ACQUIESCENCE TO AGREEMENT FROM ITS ALLIES BY ASSURING THEM 
CLAUSE DOES NOT PREVENT OUR TRANSFERRING CRUISE MISSILE 
TECHNOLOGY TO THEM. BUT IT STRAINS CREDULITY TO ENVISION 
U.S. TEMPTING SOVIET PATIENCE BY GIVING NATO TECHNOLOGY TO 
DEVELOP MISSILES THAT EXCEED 600 KILOMETER LIMIT....SALT 
ONE WAS ABOUT STOPPING U.S. ABM; SALT TWO IS ABOUT 
EVISCERATING CREDIBLE DEFENSE FOR NATO.... UNUTTERED TRUTH 
IS THAT MR. CARTER WILL HAVE TO CHOOSE: HE CANNOT HAVE SALT 
AND NATO TOO." 

2. NEW YORK TIMES SAID "MOST STRIKING CONCLUSION" OF STILL- 
SECRET 150-PAGE COMPREHENSIVE NATO STUDY OF TRENDS IN 
SOVIET BEHAVIOR IS THAT WHILE SOVIET UNION HAS EMERGED AS 
MILITARY SUPERPOWER, ITS GROWING ECONOMIC WEAKNESSES WILL 
CREATE DILEMMA FOR MOSCOW'S LEADERSHIP IN 1980'S. THESE 
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PROBLEMS, REPORT CONTENDS, COULD PROVIDE MORE POWERFUL 
ECONOMIES OF WEST WITH NEW OPPORTUNITIES FOR INFLUENCING 
SOVIET BEHAVIOR. "REPORT SAYS SOVIET UNION HAS ACCEPTED 
PARITY WITH U.S. IN STRATEGIC NUCLEAR ARMS BUT IS STILL 
UNWILLING TO ACCEPT EQUALITY WITH NATO IN TACTICAL NUCLEAR 
AND CONVENTIONAL FORCES IN EUROPE. THUS, ALTHOUGH SOVIET 
ECONOMIC GROWTH IS ALMOST CERTAIN TO DECLINE IN 1980'S 
BECAUSE OF SHORTAGES OF RESOURCES AND LABOR, SOVIET UNION 
IS NOT EXPECTED TO REDUCE DEFENSE SPENDING." 

3. U.S. NEWS AND WORLD REPORT (JUNE 5) PUBLISHED INTERVIEW 
WITH GENERAL HAIG, SUPREME ALLIED COMMANDER IN EUROPE, WHO 
SAID NATO DETERRENT "IS STILL VIABLE, IT'S STILL HEALTHY." 

UNLESS WEST APPLIES MORE RESOURCES WITH GREATER EFFICIENCY, 
"THEN IN EARLY '80'S THAT DETERRENT WILL BEGIN TO LOSE ITS 
VIABILITY," HAIG SAID, ADDING, "FOR TIME BEING, HOWEVER, 
LIKELIHOOD OF CONFLICT IN CENTRAL REGION OF EUROPE IS NOT 
HIGH BECAUSE DETERRENT IS STILL VIABLE. IMMEDIATE DANGER 
STEMS FROM AMBIVALENT, AMBIGUOUS SITUATIONS WHICH OCCUR ON 
FLANKS OF NATO AND PERIPHERAL AREAS-SUCH AS MIDDLE EAST 
AND AFRICA." IN AN INTERDEPENDENT, SHRINKING WORLD, HAIG 
EMPHASIZED, NATO MEMBERS MUST COLLECTIVELY FACE UP TO THESE 
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CHALLENGES AND WORK TOGETHER TO MEET THEM. HAIG SAID HE 
DOES NOT VIEW AVAILABILITY OR LACK OF AVAILABILITY OE 
NEUTRON WEAPONS "AS VERY SIGNIEICANT EACTOR" IN BALANCE OE 
THEATER NUCLEAR SYSTEMS, AND THAT HE DOESN'T REJECT CRUISE 
OPTION. "TODAY, CRUISE APPEARS TO BE VERY ATTRACTIVE 
COUNTER BOTH TO SS-20 AND TO OTHER ONGOING SOVIET IMPROVE- 
MENTS IN THEATER NUCLEAR WEAPONS." NEVERTHELESS, HE ADDED, 
"I REMAIN CONCERNED ABOUT POTENTIAL COUNTERS TO CRUISE 
MISSILE IN SOVIET INVENTORY... .AS PRECISE ONE-EOR-ONE 
COUNTER FOR SS-20, IT JUST DOESN'T MEET BILL. IT WOULDN'T 
IN NEGOTIATING TERMS, AND IT DOESN'T IN DETERRENCE OR WAR- 
EIGHTING TERMS. WE'VE GOT TO LOOK AT WHOLE HOST OE 
POTENTIAL OPTIONS FOR MODERNIZING OUR THEATER NUCLEAR 
CAPABILITIES: BALLISTIC, AIR-BREATHING, ONSHORE, AND OEE- 
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SHORE. I'D LIKE TO SEE MORE EMPIRICAL DATA BEEORE I 
BECOME AN ADVOCATE OE ANY SINGLE SOLUTION OR MIX." 

4. ROBERT KAISER OE WASHINGTON POST SAID SENATOR MC GOVERN 
RELEASED DENUNCIATION OF BRZEZINSKI YESTERDAY, WHILE 
SENATOR BYRD GAVE TOUGH SPEECH ON FOREIGN AFEAIRS IMPLICIT- 
LY SUPPORTING BRZEZINSKI'S RECENT STATEMENTS. MC GOVERN 
SAID U.S. SHOULD PURSUE DETENTE, WHICH HE DEEINED AS PART 
OP SOVIET AND AMERICAN MUTUAL INTERESTS THAT COVERS "PEW 
AREAS SUCH AS ARMS CONTROL TO AVOID MUTUAL EXTINCTION" AND 
RETARD NUCLEAR PROLIFERATION WITHOUT FEELING COUNTRY ALSO 
HAD TO "LOVE RUSSIANS." MC GOVERN SAID HE THOUGHT THIS 
VIEW WAS SHARED BY VANCE, WARNKE, AND YOUNG. "THEY ARE 
NOT, APPARENTLY, VIEWS OP MR. BRZEZINSKI," MC GOVERN SAID. 
BYRD, MEANWHILE, SAID SOVIET UNION HAD RAISED SERIOUS 
DOUBTS, BY ITS RECENT BEHAVIOR, ABOUT ITS WILLINGNESS TO 
ADHERE TO NEW SALT AGREEMENT. HE CALLED ON CARTER 
ADMINISTRATION TO PROCEED AT ONCE WITH CONSTRUCTION AND 
DEPLOYMENT OP NEUTRON WEAPONS UNLESS SOVIETS OPPER QUID 
PRO QUO IN RETURN POR U.S. ABSTENTION PROM BUILDING THESE 
WEAPONS. CHRISTOPHER 
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
